LANDS IN NEW YORK 



(By Associated Press) 

The conflicting claims fo r the 
city of Fiume and the Dalmatian 
Coast by Italy and Jugo-Slavia, 
will probably be decided upon 
soon by the Paris peace confer- 
ence, if efforts made by the Ital- 
ian delegation bear fruit. This 
controversy has been one of the 
most troublesome before the con- 
ference and has aroused much 
public sentiment in Italy. 

Today's advices from Paris to 
Washington, however, assert that 
a ve r y satisfactory progress at 
the conference" is being made. 
Meanwhile, according to Presi- 
dent Wilson's' plans, the allied 
terms of peace may not be laid 
before the Germans before Satur- 
day of next week, and it may not 
be until the following Monday 
that the enemy will learn the de- 
tails of the treaty they will be 
asked to sign. 

This will delay the proceedings 
to some extent, and it is not be- 
lieved that the German delegates 
can go to Weimar and receive in- 
structions and return to Paris be- 
fore May 8th. 

When the peace treaty is hand- 
ed to the Germans, only Presi- 
dent Wilson and the allied Pre- 
miers will be present. The Ger- 
mans will be allowed to ask ques 
tions to elucidate anypoints, but 
nothing approaching the discus- 
sion of the terms will be permit- 
ted. 

Premier Oemenceau who had 
previously refused to agree that 
Russia might be fed through the 
neutral nations, has receded from 
that stand. The food situation 
in Russia is said to be critical.

ed a petition asking punishment for 
the Germans responsible for deporta- 
tion of women from Lille, Roubatx and 
Turcoing in the spring of 1916 and 
who were forced to submit to the 
most odious treatment. The petition 
wil be handed to the Peace Conference. 
It recites that to prevent such crimes 
from ever being perpetrated again, 
"we demand that those guilty of them 
be punished like ordinary criminals; 
both those who issued the order from 
Berlin and those who executed it in 
the most brutal way." The signers 
Include Madame Gaston Calmette and 
Mrs. Anna Roosevelt.

Bankers Say They Lend More 
Money on Property When 
Buildings Are Well Painted.

On* Concern Advances 25 Per Cent,

It pay to paint carefully farm 
buildings? Does It ndd to the selling 
value of a farm when buildings are 
properly kept up and regularly paint- 
ed? A careful inquiry of a number of 
leading bunkers In the Mississippi val- 
ley. Including such states as Iowa, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Ohio, Indiana and Mis- 
souri, reveals the fact that in nearly, 
every case the bankers did not hesi- 
iuie to say that they would lend all the 
way from 5 to 50 per cent, more on 
land where farm buildings were well 
[Kiinted and kept In good condition. 
They maintain that well kept-up and 
well painted buildings and fences are 
an indication of thrift and that the 
thrifty farmer is a good client, and to 
liini motley can be safely -loaned. An 
average of the returns from these 
hunkers shows that the Increased loan" 
ml us because of painted buildings Is 
around — per cent, 

Sume of these bankers make inter- 
esting comment. A Michigan concern 
says that, while not especially pre- 
pared to advise definitely In response 
to this Inquiry, the officers would loan 
more money on farms where buildings 
were painted than where they were 
not so treated. This bank also finds 
that where houses, barns and fences 
are well taken care of the farm Is a 
profitable proposition, and bankers In 
general consider the farmer a good 
client. Another Michigan bank says 
"farm buildings out of repair and 
needing paint Indicate that the owner 
is slow pay." Such farms are rated at 
about one-third of the assessed value 
for., loans. Where the farm buildings 
are In. good shape the rating la ane- 
half. The president of a middle west- 
ern bank says that when real estate 
loans are considered, painted buildings 
are always taken Into consideration In 
making aa estimate. The general ap- 
pearance of the property surrounding 
the bouse and barn and also the fields 
and fences Would be carefully observ- 
ed. He farther says that he has no 
hesitancy* In saying that be would ab- 
solutely refuse a loan on farms where 
the buildings were not kept up and 
well painted. In his Judgment, un- 
palnted farm buildings would reduce 
the loan value at least 25 per cent. 

A Minnesota banker says that he Is 
much more willing to loan money 
where the buildings are well painted. 
In his particular case he believes that 
he would loan 20 per cent more than, 
if the buildings were not properly 
taken care ot A farmer who will 
keep his buildings painted takes a 
much deeper Interest .n his work than 
one who does not. Another Minne- 
sota bank says that well painted build- 
ings have resulted ,In securing from 
his bank sometimes as high as 25 per 
cent, more money' than where the 
buildings are not painted. An Ohio 
concern says that it will loan 25 per 
cent more money on a well kept farm 
where buildings are painted at least 
once every five years. A southern Illi- 
nois bank says that It has no fixed 
rule about this, but It does make a de- 
cided difference when owners of farm 
lands apply for loans. If the buildings 
are well painted and thus well pre- 
served the loan rate would not only 
be cheaper, but the amouft of money 
borrowed would be larger. A northern 
Illinois bank does not hesitate to say 
that it would loan fully 50 per cent 
more on a farm where buildings were 
well painted and In good order than 
where they were not The vice presi- 
dent, who answers the Inquiry, goes 
on to. say: "There probably are many 
farmers good financially and morally 
who permit their buildings to remain 
un painted, but as a rule the most sub- 
stantial people who, live in— the coun- 
try keep their buildings well painted** 
An Iowa bank-through Its vice pres- 
ident states that It would make a dif- 
ference of at least 25 per cent In fa- 
vor of die farm- with painted build- 
ings. Another lawn oaacaru says that 
ft wont* ms» a «B*r*ec» of at least 
20 per cent 

All this being true, ft 1* perfectly 
evident that It Is a good business prop- 
j ositJon to keep the farm buildings well 
painted. They not only look better 
J and are more pleasing to the owner,
